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Heart Disease Claims Uplanders; 
New Trend in Funerals 


Residents of this community are shocked by the number 
of deaths of local citizens due to heart disease. 

Deaths are always a shock to relatives and close friends 
and nothing can be said here that will give real comfort to 
any of the survivors. 

Glenn M. Atwood’s untimely death last week brought 
to an end the career of one of the community's active and 
very interested civic and business leaders. His death fol- 
lowed closely that of Walter W. Horak and James Land, all 
business people whose offices were within a block of each 
other and all the victims of heart disease. 

Every week The Upland News records the passing of 
local citizens and all local citizens are vitally interested in 
these reports. 

An observation has been made of a new trend in fun- 
erals. At one time a funeral followed a death by a consid- 
erable number of days. Sometimes that is necessary now to 
accommodate relatives who may be living at some distant 
point. More often, however, the funeral date is scheduled 
quite promptly after the death. 


This trend is generally approved.
